Southern 
Power Co , will extend its lines from 
Lenksvlllo-Spray. X. C, to this city 
and mako connection with the Ap- 
palachian Power Co , thlt is under 
contract to furnish power in th's city 
and surrounding territory The South- 
ern Powor Co., curront will only be 
used in caso of fmcrgency, and the 
extension will be in no sense a com- 
petitive move. Should, for 
any rea- 


son, 
Southern 
Power 
Co. juice be 


weak at Leaksvjllc-Spray the Appala- 
chian Power Co , could furnish cur- 
rent to that section. 


The arrangement would work as a 


co-operative agreement and is analo- 
gous to working agreements now In 
operation in many sections of the 
country. 
In fact, power experts have 


come to the conclusion that the solu- 
tion of th~ whole problem of fumush- 
ing power throughout the nation lies 
in just such arrangements. 
It Is be- 


lieved that the best results can be 
obtained by hooking up the various 
power lines and pooling interests, so 
that. In cases of emergency, certain 
sections may not be deprived current. 


It is understood that

ern Power Co., line will be finished 
to Mart!n<3ville at or about the sa-ne 
time as *he Appalachian lines These, 
according to the contract, axe to be 
strung within 180 days. 


The Appalachian Power Co., will 


furnish power to Bassetts and Fire- 
stone, where one of the largest brick- 
yards in this section is situated, and 
also to the largo cold storage and ice 
plant at Koehler. 
The simultaneous extension of these 


two power lines to the Martinsville 
section means that there will be lit- 
tle danger that electric current will 
fall. "When, for any reason, the Ap- 
pala~hlan Power Co., that is under 
be supplied by the Southern Power 
Co-The development will prove of In- 
estimable value to Martinsville and 
contiguous territory.
